The shot was fired from Malter's old re- 
volver, which he kept convenient to his 
money drawer.

In his book, “The Way to the West,’’ 
Emerson Hough gives sketches of three fa- 
mous pioneers. Of Daniel Boone he says: 
“Boone was neither a tall nor a thin man. 
He was not angular nor bony. His frame 
was covered not with cloying fat but with 
firm and easily playing muscles, and he 
carried mone of the useless tissue of the 
man of civilization. His weight was ‘about 
175 pounds.’ Audubon, who met him late in 
his life, says: ‘He approached the gigantic 
in stature. His chest was broad and prom- 
inent and his muscular powers were visible 
in every limb. His countenance gave indi- 
cation of his great courage, enterprise and 
perseverance.’ Yet in person Boone did not 
quite reach the six-foot mark, but was just 
below 5 feet 10 inches in stature, some say 
5 feet 8 inches, being therefore of exactly 
that build which good judges of men es- 
teem to be most desirable for combined 
strength, activity and endurance. He was 
rather broad shouldered; that is to say, his 
shoulders nicely overhung his lips. All
